DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 3, 1 6-21 , 23 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1 3, 1 6-21 , 23 and 24 are: 

Regarding claims 13, 16, 17 and 20, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
in combination with the other claimed limitations the sealing element, wherein said 
connecting part is adapted to support the front gaiter end-part stably in two mutually 
different positions in relation to the rear end-part of the gaiter, namely in a forwardly 
displaced position in which the front end-part is located at a significant axial distance 
from the rear end-part, and a withdrawn position in which the front end-part is located 
axially close to the rear end-part, and wherein said front end-part at least partially 
overlaps the rear end-part when in said withdrawn position. 

Regarding claim 18, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations the sealing element , wherein said rear end-part of the 
gaiter includes a plurality of peripherally extending ridges and peripherally extending 
grooves disposed there between. 

Regarding claim 19, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed limitations the sealing element, wherein said front end-part of the 
gaiter includes an inner ring-shaped bead which is intended for engagement with an 
external ring-shaped groove in said tubular socket.

Regarding claims 21, 23 and 24, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations the method, wherein the front end-part of 
the sealing element is clamped to the tubular socket using a clamping ring. 

These limitations are found in claims 13, 16-21, 23 and 24, and are neither 
disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
